p. Navy Astronautics Group . (includes headquarters, four 
remote tracking stations, and Transit satellites) . 



3. ($,) The Joint Chiefs of Staff have also approved assigning 
to USCINCSPACE space support responsibility for Milstar, the 
Defense Satellite Communication System, the Fleet Satellite 
Communications System, and the Air Force Satellite 
Communications System. For these systems, USCINCSPACE will 
direct telemetry, tracking, and control functions and 
defensive counterraeasures in accordance with/ system-owner 
requirements. Direction for mission tasking of the satellite 
payload will be the responsibility of the system owner.
